Instead of the 35-40 youngsters who 
normally participate in the Title I 
program, DeLuca said, this year 
there will be only 24.

Youngsters currently participating 
in the program, DeLuca said, are 
assigned part-time jobs, two hours a 
day after school, in places such as the 
town hall annex, the public library 
and the computer room. This year, 
because of the , hours have 
been reduced fi 2 per week per 
youngster to eight 

Stephen Flannery Youth Career 
Developer for the -Medford CETA 
Consortium, affirmed the fact that the 
program has been cut. Last year, ap- 
proximately $600,000 was allotted to 
it, he said while this year $270,000 has 
been spent to date: 

However, the reasoning behind the 
cut, according to Flannery, was not to 
deprive youth of CETA opportunities, 
but to shift the emphasis to Classréom 
training. 

“Even more money is going into 
youth this year,” said Flannery. 

SPEDY, Flannery said, is a “work 


experience mechanism'’ which 
teaches youngsters basic work habits 
such as getting to work on time, etc 
The decision by the Medford board to 
cut back on the program, he said, was 
in line with a ‘‘balance of state’ deci- 
sion that more emphasis should be 
placed on ‘‘getting kids jobs once they 
get out of high school.’ Classroom 
training, he intimated, taught 
specific, marketable skills while 
SPEDY did not. 

Therefore, this year, only half of the 
20 per cent of the Consortium's funds 
earmarked for youth services would 
go into SPEDY, instead of the entire 
20 per cent as in the past, Flannery 
said. The remaining 10 per cent would 
be used for classroom training, on the 
job training and other activities. he 
said. 

There will be no cutback, according 
to Flannery, however, on the $1 
million summer SI Y program. 

Every year the summer (Title III) 
program keeps getting bigger.” he 
said. 

‘The reason for this, he explained. 
was that it is “not realistic” to 
attempt to provide classroom or on 
the job training in the short, eight- 
week period which the summer 
Program encompasses. 

During this period, some 150 
Wilmington youngsters participate in 
the program. 


The delayed start-up time for the 
fall program, Flannery also said, was 
not the fault of Medford CETA, but 
originated in Washington, D.C. and 
was a nation-wide situation. 

According to DeLuca, however, 
there are more areas of friction 
between the Medford CETA Advisory 
Board and the Youth Subcommittee 
than the fall SPEDY cutbacks. 

Medford, he said. is “being very 
dictatorial”? and Wilmington and 
other smAll towns are “getting the 
short end| of the stick.” 

The sj mmittee, composed of * 
representatives of 12 towns which 
make up the Medford Consortium, 
reports to CETA’s Manpower Ad- 
visory Planning Board. Its members 
have been working together for two or 
three years, reviewing and making 
recommendations upon youth 
proposals 

““All of a sudden they keep ignoring 
our requests," said DeLuca 

An example of this. DeLuca offered, 
was. a recent subcommittee 
recommendation that the G.E.D. high 
school equivalency examinations be 
offered in this area so youngsters 
wouldn't have to go all the way. to 
Medford. The recommendation, 
which amounted to $168,000, was 
vetoed-completely, DeLuca said. The 
reason given....‘that we could not 
substantiate the need." +

Conversely, DeLuca said he 
believes Medford is getting more than 
its share. A Title VI subcommittee,

“Proportionately speaking the

$100,000 in ‘‘lag funds," money 
allocated but not used and subsequent- 
ly returned to the Medford Consor- 
tium, to be used to provide summer 
work experience for college students. 

No subcommittee members present 
at the.rmeeting held last month seem- 
ed to know for certain what had 
become of the lag money. Although 
one member, Sylvia Faneuff, said she 
believed the money was used to fund 
an in-house educatiopal program 

‘I feel that this committee has to 
take some type of direction,” said 
DeLuca at the meeting. “We have 
been frustrated putting work in, going 
before the CETA board, having 
recommendations approved and then 
have the CETA staff negate them. 1 
now feel that.the subcommittee has 
been just window dressing. I feel 
frustrated, for all the hours we have

DeLuca wants to know why, 
however, Acid, Inc., has seen the sub- 
committees minutes when they 
haven't even been approved by the 
subcommittee itself. 

“I read them all on September 6, 
and, according to affirmative action, 
ACID had them before than,’ DeLuca 
said. 

‘Fhe subcommittee, DeLuca ex- 
plained, has several questions about 
the minutes and claims that they were 
poorly done. They are now in the 
process of going over each set of 
minutes for eight monthly meetings 
before making a decision about 
whether or not to approve them.
